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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The specific 
limitations of (with respect to claim 1) "...a position monitoring structure attached to the 
head and independent of the head position assembly, the position monitoring structure 
configured to monitor the plurality of predetermined head positions, wherein the 
positioning monitoring structure rotates with the head, such that the contact surface of 
the head position assembly triggers the position monitoring structure when the head is 
in the first head position" and (with respect to claim 34) "...a head position assembly 
interposed between the head and the base, the head position assembly having a 
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contact surface adapted to remain substantially stationary relative the base upon 
rotation of the head by the motor; and a position monitoring structure attached to the 
head configured to monitor the plurality of predetermined head positions, the positioning 
monitoring structure rotatable with the head such that the contact surface of the head 
position assembly triggers the position monitoring structure as the head rotates by the 
motor through the plurality of predetermined head positions; wherein the head is 
adapted to be physically turned by an external force from the first head position to a 
second head position and upon release return to the first head position" are not 
anticipated or made obvious over the prior art of record in the examiners opinion. For 
example, Del Castillo teaches a doll having a head and base (fig. 1), a motor (figure 
10c, element 740) operatively connected to a head (fig. 1 , and col. 2, lines 49-51 ), a 
head position assembly (figs. 1 and 10a-10c), a position monitoring structure (fig. 10b, 
element 654). However, Del Castillo, and prior art of record does not teach a position 
monitoring structure that is attached to the head, independent of the head position 
assembly and rotatable with the head such that the contact surface of the head position 
assembly trigger the position monitoring structure. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
